Y our laft Accounts the main Body of the Au- 

ftrians was encamped upon the Taro about 

two Miles diltant trom Parma. Thefe is a 

Detachment of about 7000 Men at Codogno, 

to obferve the Encmy’s Bridge, and to cover 

her Imperial Majetty’s Dominions on this Side of the Po. 

The Enemy ‘have their Head Quarters at Borgo San Do- 

nino, where the Infait Don Philip likewife was, and 

their Army was encamped on the Taro, oppofite to the 

Auttrians. The Trenches before Valentia were to be o- 

pened upon the 18th at Night: Here is a Report that M. 
de Gages is retiring towards Placentia. 

Turin, April 23. Aconfiderable Body of our Infantry, 

under the Cominand of Baron Levtrum, fat down before 


Valentia on the 17th inftant, and the Trenches were o- | 


pened in the Night between the rgth and 20th. There 
were not above 20 Men killed and wounded, and 4 Of- 
ficers flightly hurt, in that Operation, and it is thought we 
fhall.be Matters of the Place on Wednefday or Thurfday 
next. 

Leghorn, Aprilas. N.S. By Letters from Rome of 
the 16th inftant there is an Account, that two Squadrons 
of Neapolitan Cavalry, after having halted 15 Days at 


Viterbo, had received Orders to return, and that they ac- 


cordingly arrived upon the rsth at Tivoli. Letters trom 
Lucca of the 23d inftant mention, that General Nadafti 
had come up with the Marquis de Caltellar’s Corps, and 


‘had cuta great many to pieces. The fame Letters add, 


that M, de Gages was retreating from the Banks of the 
Taro, under the Cannon of Placentia. Letters of the 
17th from Porto Spetia bring Advice, that a fmall De- 
tachment of Huflars and Warafdins had made an Incur- 
fion into the Luneggiane, and facked the Fief of Gropo- 
li, which belongs to the prefent Doge of Genoa, Mar- 


quis Francis Brignoli, and befides carrying away the l’a- | 
tor and all the Furniture belong’ng to the Marquis’s | 


Palace, had taken 400 Fufils. Letters from St. Remo | 


mention, that about 200 French Recruits, and 60 Horfes, 
to remount the Cavalry, had pifs’d through that Place in 


their Way to join the French Troops in the Polcevera; | 
and that M. Coflél and M. Mailli, two French Majors | 


Genera!, had allo patied by, and reported, that 15 bat- 
talions of French Troops were fhortly to follow, and 
that 20 others would be employed in an Attack upon 
Exilles. The fame. Letters fay, that the Piedmontefe 
Troops increafid daily at Broglio, Sofpello and Savor- 
gio, with Detign, as was thought, to. ateack Villa Fran- 





ca, and by that means cut off the Communication with 
the Spanifh Army in Lombardy, or to make an Incuriion 
into the State of Genoa. Upon the 2cth inftant arrived 
here his Britannick Majefty’s Ship the Antilope, which 
was fent hither by Commodore Townthend, to order the 
Ships that were cruizing upon this Coatt to join him im- 
mediately, to go in queft of "M. de Lage, who failed 
fome time fince from Toulon with 4 French Ships of 
War, and had’becn feen by the Commodore in his Ma- 
jefty’s Ship the Bedford, as he was convoying the Bomb- 
ketches trom Mahone to Cagliari; and acccrdinply up- 
on the arit, the Commodore was joined by three other 
of his Majefty’s Ships off this Port, and they all ftood a- 
way togetner to the Eaftward, Two Days ago arrived 
3 French Polaccoes, that were taken by his Maj: tty’s 
Ships: Diamond and Leoftoff, which were left cruizing 
off Cerigo. Their Cargoes, which contift of Cottons 
and fundry other Goods, are valued at upwards of 60,000 
Dollars. The Matter ot aSwedith Ship who is arrived 
here, reports, that 13 Days ago he was vilited, near tite 
Channel of Malta, by al'rench Ship of War ot 40 Gunes, 
and in about two Hours afterwards by two Englith Ships, 
and in a*fhort Time after he heard feveral Gans fired, 
which he believes muft be between the faid Englith Snips 
and the French Man of War, but cannot give any larti+ 
culars of the Engagement. 

Florence, April 26. N.S. Lord Colvil, Commander 
of his Britannick Mayetty’s Ship the Leopard, having 
been difpatched by Vice Admiral Medley to the Coatt 
of Genoa, has taken a French Polaccoe, off St. Remo, 
and conduéted her to Leghoru; and had on the 3d inft. 
O.S. funk and deftroyed in Dian Road, on the Coatt of 
Genoa, 8 Veilcls, 3 under Genoete Colours, and ¢ un- 
der the Pope’s, moit of which were laden with Corp. 
This had occationed the utmoft Alarm on that Coaft, 
where the Want of Provitions is reprefénted to be very 
rreat. 

Bruffels, May 15. N.S. Upon the roth iiftant 36 
Carriages arrived here, tuli of wounded Men belonging 
to the Regiment of Piedmont, which was lately attacked 
upon the Cauicy by the Aultrian Huffars. Upon the rith 
our Army, and that under Marthal Bathiani, were in 
Sight of each other, and it was expeéted we fhould have 
attacked the Allies, but nothing was done. The French 
took Pofleffion of Malines on Friday hit. 

Hague, May 13. According tothe Accounts received 
by this Morning’s Letters irom Brabant, of the late Mo- 
tions of the French, the Siege of Antwerp feems likely 
to be the firtt Objcét of their Operations. Upon the rith 
inftant the French Army prefeuted infelf in Order of Bat- 
tle, which obliged ours to draw up, and ftand under 
Arms ucar 24 Fours; but the French not attempting to 
forcy tac Paisag- of the River, no Blows were excoanged. 
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The French have fince begun to batter Fort Marguerite, 
and fent a Detachment, the Succefs of which is not yet 
known, to attack General Swartfenberg’s Pott at Boom, 
over-againft Willebroek. In the mean time, Marfhal Ba- 
thiani has thought it advifable to draw near the Scheld, 
and Antwerp; and was Yefterday encamped behind the 
Neete and the Rupel, from Duftel towards the Scheld, 
by which Mation the French are already Matters ot 
Mechilin and the Dyle. We have no News from Italy 
fince laft Pott.

By the Mail jutt arrived, we have Accounts that the 
French have demanded a Paflage for 20,000 Men through 
the Bithoprick of Liege, which has been granted. 

It would be endlefs to take Notice of all the idle and 
falfe Reports publithed in our News-Papers concerning 
the Rebels in Scotland ; but as we have now the beft Au- 
thority for contradicting fome ofthem,we cannot but take 
Notice of them. Among others it his been faid, that the 
Lord Strathallan was killed in the Battle by General 
Howard, that the Lord Lewis Gordon was hanged by 
the Rebels themfelves, aud that almoft all the Chiefs of 
the Rebel Clans were killed in the Engagement. If we 
look into the Votes of Tuefday laft, we thall find that 
all thefe Gentlemen are to be sttaiuted of H gh Treafon, 
ifthey do not furrender themfelves againit a certain Day 
to be appointed by the A&, confequently we cannot fup- 
pofe that any of them are killed, and much lefs that any 
one of them has been hanged by the Rebels themfelves, 
} ———Many of thefe Fudts, as well 2s fome others, we 
could have contradiéted from the Authority of private 
Letters ; but we fhall always be cautious of publifhing 
What is conveyed tous by fucha Channel; and fome 
People are, we find, fo fond of being deceived, that if 
one tells them an ungrateful Truth, or contradi&s a plea- 
fing though glaring Falfhood, he is immediately deemed 
a Jacobite. 

This may be our Fate, but neverthelefs we fhall tell 
them, that it was Yefterday (trongly reported, that the 

laft Mail brought private Accounts of the Dutch having 
followed the Example of the Germanick Body, in con- 
cluding a Neutrality with France. What the Terms. 
are, remain as yet a Secret,and wilt certainly remain fo, , 
as long as it is poffible to keep the Secret. Surely the 
Indifference of the Dutch as wellas the Germans about 
the Event of the prefent War, ought to convince us, that 
the Prefervation of the Balance of Power is not truly 
what we have been, or are now contending for.
